With a low pressure area over Eng- 
land and strong winds prevailing in 
the Channel, Dr. Eckener hoped to 
circumvent any weather handicap by 
gettting away to an early start, and 
had therefore notified the passengers 
to be ready to go aboard at 2:30, 
while the crew was ordered to re- 
port at 1:15. Late yesterday after-

Counts on Fast Time. 


Dr. Eckener confidently counted on 
making fast time once he struck out 
due west from Gibraltar on the 3,500- 
kilometer stretch (about 2,190 miles) 
to Lakehurst, as weather charts in- 
dicated he would have the benefit of 
east winds as far as the Azores, and 
in all probability would succeed in 
avoiding the low pressure area drift- 
ing southward from the Channel.

LONDON, July 31.—Washington and 
London have agreed that in the pro 
jected naval conference battleships 
shall come up for consideration in 
an effort to effect a complete lim! 
tation of all forms of warships. 

It is entirely possible the occasion 
may be taken for the advancement 
of a suggestion that battleships be 
abolished. Indeed, it may be found 
soon that such an idea is being con- 
sidered in certain quarters. Since 
there are in the whole world only 
fifty or sixty battleships about 
equally divided among the naval 
powers it might well appear logical 
that discussion of the reduction of 
that number might bring forward 
the proposal that they be done away 
with. 


No Battleship Building. 


Yt is interesting to note that In the 
whole world not one battleship is 
under construction. Two have been 
launched in the past five years. 

It might be argued that the pres- 
ent is a propitious time for such 8 
suggestion. France's battleships are 
of small importance, the youngest 
being more than 13 years old and no 
new ones are being projected. Italy’s 
youngest battleship also is 13 years 
old. Russia’s battleship fleet is gone, 
and Germany has only antiquated 
ones and is bound by the Treaty of 
Versailles not to build new ones. 

In all the world there are three na- 
tions, England, America and Japan, 
affected. England, counting four bat- 
tle cruisers, has twenty capital ships, 
a total of 560,000 tonnage. America 
has eighteen with a tonnage of 526,- 
000, while Japan has ten capital ships 
totaling 303,000 tons.

the initiative in the creation of the 
interdepartmental board, which in 
its report covering the Navy, Marine 
Corps, Army, Public Health Service, 
Coast Guard and Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, recommends pay increases as 
high as 105 per cent. 

The War Department assigned rep- 
resentatives to the board and con- 
sented to publication of its report, 
but Secretary Good said any further 
steps that were taken in the matter 
would rest with the navy, in so far 
as he was concerned. The plan is 
to have the recommendations incor- 


porated in a bill for submission to 
Congress at the regular session in 
December 

Mr. Good said that the army did 
not ask for pay increases last Win- 
ter.

Ground Crew of 400 Will Be Ready 
to Bring Ship Into Hangar. 


Commander Maurice R. Pierce, in 
charge of the Lakehurst Naval Sta- 
tion, has made all preparations for 
the reception of the Graf Zeppelin 
and its docking in the huge hangar 
there, the only hangar in the United 
States large enough and equipped to 
shelter the huge airship. He was 
appointed Lieut. Commander V. A. 
Clarke to take charge of the ground 
crew of 400 sailors and marines, in- 
cluding a number sent from other 
naval stations for the occasion. 

Special guards will be stationed on 


the roads leading to the field to 
handle the crowds, and preparations 
have been made not only by the 
navy, but by the State police au- 
thorities to keep traffic moving. 

The Central Railroad of New Jer- 
sey has scheduled a special Lake- 
hurst train to be operated daily be- 
tween Jersey City and Lakehurst 
while the airship is there. A ee 
train will be waiting on the Naval 
Air station siding for the passengers 
of the airship and will leave for New 
York as soon after it lands as is 
convenient for the passengers.

At 11:30 P. M. Tuesday the second 
ground loop occurred, this time at 
Newark Airport, and was due entire- 
ly to the off-balance caused by the 
different sized tires. This loop dam- 
aged a wing tip and bent the pro- 
peller, but at no time were Colonel 
and Mrs. Lindbergh in danger.

Dr. Empringham, Church Cru- 
sader, Must Pay $8,500 for 
“Stealing” Health Articles. 


INFRINGED PATENTS 


ALSO 


Scientist Originating New Method 
of Treatment Wins Verdict 
After Three Trials. 


After three trials of their case, 
$8,500 was awarded to O. Boto Schell- 


berg, medical research scientist, with 
offices at 26 East Fifty-seventh 
Street, and The International Journal | 
of Surgery Company, yesterday, in 
their plagiarism and infringement of 
patent rights suit against the Rev. 
Dr. James Empringham, national 
secretary of the Church Temperance 
Society of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, and others. 

In an opinion handed down by 
Judge John C. Knox, who heard the 
case in the United States District 
Court, Dr. Empringham was sharply 
criticized for his conduct upon the 
witness stand and for the part he 
played in the events leading up to 
the suit. 

“Dr. Empringham, whenever the 
truth conflicted with his own in- 
terests, was not a wholly credible 
witness,’’ Judge Knox declared. 

Mr. Scheliberg, prior to April 22, 
1921, invented a method and appa- 
ratus for treating diseases of the 
alimentary canal. The device was 
patented. In 1922 and 1923 two copy- 
righted articles on colonic irriga- 
tion, written by him, were published 
in The International Journal of 
Surgery, and in 1923 Mr. Schellberg 
wrote and had published a book on 
the subject. His treatment is now 
known as the Schellberg method. 

In 1924 Dr. Empringham came to 
Mr. Schellberg, said he had gastro- 
intestinal trouble, and, because he 
pleaded lack of money. received free 
treatments. At that time he got a 
number of reprints of The Interna-| 
tional Journal of Surgery articles

He also 
said he would assist the commission 
now considering an amendment to 
the Public Service Commission law 
giving that commission jurisdiction 
over companies holding securities of 
power-operating companies

pilot sits in a comfortable seat for- 
ward, behind two side-by-side seats. 
The latter, of course, were taken 


out of the St. Louis Robin to make 
way for the oblong 125-gallon tank. 

Between the top of this tank, 
over which was spread our mat- 
tress bed, and the roof of the cabin 
there is about two feet clearance. 
In this small space we had to take 
our rest during the long grind and 
get in what exercise with our legs 
we could to keep from growing 
stifi 

As one or the other of us took 
the controls we had before us the 
instrument board, which required 


constant watching to check the 
progress of our flight. 
The instruments on this board, 


arranged very much like the dash- 
board of an automobile, are the 
tachometer, which gives the rev- 
olutions per minute of Old Faith- 
ful, our motor, the oil pressure 
gauge, which would be the first 
place for us to note trouble with 
the engine, as indicated by over- 
heating; the temperature gauge, 
which registers the heat of the 
engine; the altimeter, which gives 
the distance above the ground in 
feet; the air speed indicator, which 
its name explains; the rate of 
climb indicator, and the bank and 
turn indicator, which makes it 
possible to fly in darkness or 
through storm clouds. This instru- 
ment board is lighted indirectly 
for night flying. 

Our engine, of course, is the 
comparatively new Curtiss Chal- 
lenger power unit. It differs from 
all other air cooled engines in that 
it has an even number of cylin- 
ders. Where most air-cooled radial 
engines have an ur*ven number, 
this has two sets of three cylin- 
ders on a double-throw crank shaft. 

One of the scientific reasons for 
this flight was to test out the the- 
ory of design behind this engine. 
No doubt exists in our minds to- 
day but that this theory is O. K..

crucial period of the flight 
went down gradually from sixty to 
fifty miles an hour. The tempera- 
ture of the engine remained con- 
stant at 65 degrees Fahrenheit. 
The weather was overcast. 

Our first contact with our refuel- 
ing ship came at 12:30 in the after- 
noon, an hour after Red took over 
the controls from Obie. 

I had just dropped a. note for 
some sandwiches which I saw the 
boys on the ground pick up. We 
took this as a good omen, because 
we saw how easy it was to com- 
municate from ship to ground. In 
the excitement of taking off and 
getting this flight started we had 
forgotten completely to take on 
drinking water, and the hot weather 
soon showed us the error of our 
wavs.—Red. 

Roused up by Red for our first 
contact, the one thing on which 
the whole success of our venture 
was going to depend during the en- 
tire flight, I made ready to receive 
the hose from the réfueling ship, 
piloted by our partner, Major C. 
Ray Wassall]. P. V. Chaffee, whom 
we call ‘‘Shorty,”’ was waiting 
there with the precious hose to 
lower to us as the fueling ship 
swung into position a few feet 
above Obie 

First Contact a Success. 

This first contact, thanks to prac-

fore the flight, was a perfect suc- 
cess. ‘‘Shorty’’ lowered the hose just 
behind the propeller and Obie 


grabbed it before the weight had 
time to so much as touch our ship. 

It was easy, once we had the 
hose, to connect it with our 
main tank. The only hard part of 
the manoeuvre came at the end 
when Obie got a good bath of gaso- 
line as the hose was pulled up 
again to the ‘flying waterwagon.”’ 

Following the refueling, when we 
took on sixty gallons of gasoline, 
we received our first consignment 


of food from the earth and five gal- 
lons of oil. This came to us in two 
aluminum cans, 3% feet long, 
swung down on a rope by ‘‘Shorty.”’ 
The oil container was swung to the 
the roof of the cabin over the pilot 
on hooks, in a position where we 


could drain it into the oil tank of 
the motor 

One thing which always pleased 
us all during the flight was the 
raft of messages which we always 
found in the fand container. We 
must say that our wives were won- 
derful correspondents, and it was 
always cheerful to get good news 
from home. 

The messages from well-wishers 
outside the circle of our relatives 
and friends grew in numbers every 
day It became absolutely out of 
the question to answer them in- 
dividually before the end of the 
flight In fact, we could not even 
begin to take aboard all the kind 
words and gifts which came up to 
us. What we need now is about 
three weeks’ vacation to acknowl- 
edge all this wonderful kindness 
and support. 

A question which soon came up 
for us was that of checking the en- 
gine and inspecting the plane. Our 
team-work for the refueling stunt 
brought us to the decision to have 
Red at the controls and Obie 
handle the delicate operation of 
taking in the line from the refuel- 
er From experience we had 
learned in practice flights that one 
man can not do both to perfec- 
tion 

For the inspection, we teamed up 
so that Obie took over the controls 
most of the time and Red was the 
guy who went out on the cat walk, 
or slid down the tail of the ship 
outside. 


Jackson Checks the Motor. 


To check the motor I would open 
the door of the cabin on either 
side of the cabin and climb out on 


the six-inch-wide running-board 
catwalk, which ran forward to 
within three inches of the whir- 
ing propeller blades. The wind, 
far more than the height above 
the ground, made this perilous and 
difficult For protection there 
were two rods rigged as railing 
outside me, and I had a safety 


belt with a ring which slid along 
the lower of these rods. 

Once I was in position, it was not 
so hard to do the work, because 
old man O’Brine certainly did hold 
the ship steady. He knew one 
slip by me, standing there without 
a parachute, would mean certain 
death I had the utmost confi- 
dence in him at all times.—Red. 

One of the biggest thrills I got 
during the whole flight was when 
Red had to go out on top of the 
fuselage and slide back to the rear 
controls. This was even worse for 
me than when I could see him on 
the catwalk He was completely 
out of my sight and TI could only 
tell approximately where he was 
by ‘vam weight on the elevator con- 
ro 

How he ever did it I don't know. 
If he took chances I used up nerve 
power, Somehow, he always came 


back into the cabin safély with his 
never-failing cheerful greeting. 

To come k, he would swin 
over on his stomach in this peril- 
ous position, put one foot against 
each rear stabilizer and reach for- 
ward cautiously until his hands 
found the entrance into the cabin. 
—Obie. 


First Trouble Encountered. 


The first trouble we really en- 
countered was about 3 in the morn- 
ing on Saturday (July 20), when 
we had been up just four hours 
less than a week. The motor 
started cutting out and vibrating 
vety badly. Red was asleep at the 
time, but awoke instantly, asking 
Obie what had happened. 

It was almost too dark to see, 
so Red took the flashlight, got 
his safety belt on and climbed out 
on the right-hand catwalk. The 
trouble seemed to be in the two 
lower cylinders. 

Checking it very carefully, he 
declared it must be bad spark 
plugs. After changing the spark 
plugs, the motor seemed to run 
better for only a short time. Red 
had hardly returned to the cabin 
after installing the plugs when 
the motor began cutting the sec- 
ond time, and we feared the flight 
might be over. 

After a conference we decided 
they couldn’t be the plugs, as the 
cutting-out began shifting to dif- 
erent cylinders. The next bet was 
to check the magnetoes, although 
the oil-soaked connections to the 
plugs might have waused the trou- 
ble thréugh short circuiting. 

While checking these wires Red 
burnt both hands severely, and 
thoughts of blood poisoning, which 
might have stopped the flight, shot 
through the minds of both Red 
and Obie. 

Without waiting to treat these 
burns at the moment, Red again 
went out to work on the magnetoes. 
He began on the right-hand one, 
working off the cover to get at 
the breaker assembly. Nothing 
was wrong here. 

The last shot was now the left- 
hand magneto, and Red had to 
switch to the other catwalk. Al- 
though Obie feared the painful 
burns on his hand would hold up 
the work, a cheerful grin reas- 
sured the partner at the controls. 


Finds Wire Ground. 


No sooner had he taken off the 
cover than he found the breaker 
points were grounded in the base 
of the breaker-point housing. A 
small piece of wire had worked its 
way into this place during the 
preparations for the flight and was 
washing around as the breaker 
point rotated. 

It was a difficult thing to re- 
move wire, as the magnetos were 
running at high speed; but Re 





managed to fish the wire out, 
which was followed by a steady 
roar of the motor, every cylinder 
once more hitting O.K. 

Bad weather very early in the 
flight threatened success to the 
venture. Ground fog swept over 
the field at midnight just as 
O'Brine handed over the controls 
to Red for the second night trick. 

The ceiling above the field be- 
tween the ground and the fog was 
lower from time to time than fifty 
feet. We decided to rely only 
upon our instruments for the rest 
of the night. We flew by these 
faithful instruments at an altitude 
of fifty to seventy-five feet above 
the ground, although this entailed 
a risk of striking towers or build- 
ings. 

The second night, under some- 
what similar conditions, although 
the fog this time was right down 
on the ground making it impossi- 
ble to see any obstacle or boundary 
lights or the rotary beacon, we 
decided to climb through the fog 
upward to clear air. 


Settle Down to Routine. 


At 3,500 feet altitude, we broke 
through the fog into starlight, and 
we were tickled to death to have 

| lights, even if they were in the 


wrong direction. 

Day by day we rolled along 

monotonously toward the former 
| world’s record of 246 hours, 42 
| minutes and 13 seconds. 
| Our first hundred hours were 
certainly the hardest. Gradually, 

after about 115 hours, we began to 
, find our task not quite so nerve 
| wracking. This must have been 
| partly because all doubt in the 
| ability of our engine and ship 
| faded away to leave a rosy future. 


Finally, Tuesday afternoon (July 
23) at 2:01, we equaled the for- 
mer record. We could see the 


| crowd waving on the ground and 
| we could see puffs of white steam 
| from whistles wherever there was 
a factory building. 

Of course, we could not hear the 
whistles, but we knew what the 
ge was, coming up from be- 
low. It certainly did cheer us. 

An hour later we knéw by the 
frantic waving of handkerchiefs, 
flags and other things that we had 
at last established a new record. 

At this point we really settled 
down to our task. Our hearts 
were light because our faith in the 
good old Curtiss Challenger Robin 
had been justified. The messages 
from down below were wonderful 
and we never knew before we had

Mr. King declared that the manner 
in which Cuban sugar had been 
manipulated to uphold prices was 
not calculated to do the Cuban cause | 
any particular good in the present 
consideration of the sugar schedule.

PLANS LETTER TO PARENTS 


$5,000 Provided for Experiment In 
Extending City Nurse Service 
In Preventive Work, 


Further cooperation by private 
physicians in the Health Depart- 
ment’s program of preventive medi- 
cine was sought by Commissioner 
Wynne yesterday at a meeting in his 
office of representatives of the five 
county medical societies in the city, 
called to work out a plan for having 
as many as possible of the 50,000 
children who will enter school for the 
first time this Fall examined by their 
family physicians. 

“In accordance with Section 200 of 
the Sanitary Code of the City of 
New York,’ said the commissioner, 
‘the 100,000 children who begin school 
each year, some in September and 
some in February, must produce at 
the time of their enrolment at school 
a doctor’s certificate showing that a 
complete physical examination hes 
been made. 

‘In the case of those children who 
are too poor to pay for the services 
of a doctor, the Health Department 
physicians will make the examina- 
tions in the schools. But parents 
should be urged to take their chil- 
dren to their family physicians 
wherever possible.’’ 

The plan of Commissioner Wynne 


as presented to the representatives of 
the medical societies includes the 
sending of a letter, probably indorsed 
by the society of the county in which 
the recipient lives, to each parent 
who registers a child for school. This 
letter will call the parents’ attention 
to the law requiring a physical ex- 
amination and urge that the child be 
taken to the family physician for this 
purpose.

700 CITIZENS TO DON |

Authoritative 
word of appointment was obtained 
today, but formal announcement by 
he White House was delaved pend- 
ing a reply from Rome to the cus- 
tomary inquiry as to whether or not 
he is persona grata to the Italian 
Government. It is understood that a 
report has been received that he is 
acceptable 

At the same time announcement 
was made that Alexander P. Moore 
of Pittsburgh would soon resign as 
Ambassador to Peru on account of ill 
health. Mr. Moore recently arrived 
in this country and stated that he 
planned to return to Lima. He called 
upon President Hoover today, how- 
ever, and expressed the desire to 
resign. He will return to his post 
only long enough to wind up his af- 
fairs and then retire from the office. 

The vacancy at Lima is expected 
to be filled soon by the President 
with a number of other diplomatic 
posts, conspicuous among which is 
hat in Tokio, vacant by reason of 
the resignation of Charles MacVeagh 
everal months ago. Senator Edge of 
New Jersey has been selected for the 
Ambassadorship to France, while 
other assignments to Ambassador- 
ships pending include those to Chile 
and Turkey.

A recommendation was made that 
the executive committee give favor- 
able consideration to the inclusion of 
these items in a special sample in- 
quiry. 

The committee also would consider 
the proper inquiries to be made as 
to the number of children born to 
each married woinan, the number of 
these children living and their age 
at the time of the first marriage. 

The next census will be the means 
of learning exactly what the move- 
ment from farms has been in 1929. 
The schedule already contains a 
question as to farm residence on the 
census date. Another will be asked 
as follows: ‘‘Did this person live on 
a farm twelve months sago?”’

For many years gas ammonia was | 
almost the only refrigerant used, but 
since then both sulphur dioxide and 
methyl chloride have eome to be the} 
most important of these refrigerants. 

“None of the three refrigerants 
| mentioned, ammonia, sulphur dioxide 
or methyl chloride, can be breathed | 
| with impunity,”’ said the statement, |

Investigation into the mysterious 
disappearance of Dr. Charles Bran- 
cati, wealthy Bronx physician, with 
its possible ramifications in the clos- 
ing of the City Trust Company and 
the murder of Arnold Rothstein, was 
reopened yesterday by District At- 
terney John E. McGeehan of the 
Bronx, who, after questioning nine 


witnesses, announced for the second 
time that he was through with it. 
Uncertain whether the doctor, who 
dropped out of sight Nov. 19, was 
dead or alive, Mr. McGeehan said he 
was convinced that if any crime was 
committed it was in New York 
County rather than his own. There- 
fore, he said, he would refer the en 
tire matter to District Attorney 
Banton and Police Commissioner 
Whalen for further investigation. 
Dr. Brancati, said to have been a 
friend of Roth@ein’s and of the 
late Frank M. Ferrari, head of the 
defunct City Trust Company, dis- 
appeared from his home, the Gouver- 
neur Morris homestead overlooking 
Long Island Sound in the Throgs 
Neck section, about the time Federal 
agents became interested in Roth- 
stein’s connection with the drug traf- 
fic. Subsequently it was learned 
that some $225,000 had been with- 
drawn from the physician's account 
with Hardy & Co., brokers, by one 
Luigi Romano, 
of attorney alleged to have 
signed by Dr. Brancati. 


Witnesses Near Blows. 


Yesterday’s examination of wit- 
nesses took place in Mr. McGeehan's 
office with newspaper men present 
and Inspector John Duane of the 
Police Department making notes. 
Two brothers of the missing man, 


Orestes and Ernesto, together with 
their counsel, Joseph F. Caponigri, 
took part in the questioning, which 
at times became so heated that De- 
tective Thomas A. Thompson had to 
intervene to prevent an exchange of 
blows. 

The interrogation revealed many 
discrepancies in the stories of wit- 
nesses, and made the figure of Ro- 
mano more shadowy than ever, de- 
spite efforts of Caponigri to identify 
him as Domenico Rizzuti, who after 
being questioned about the doctor’s 
disappearance dropped out of sight 
himself and now is being held by 
the police of Palermo, Italy, in an- 
other matter. 

Once in the examination of George 
Arciero, former manager of Hardy 
& Co.’s Park Row branch office, Mr. 
McGeehan remarked: 

“You are in the peculiar position 
of being the only man who has 
known and seen Romano, who trans- 
ferred Dr. Brancati’s account to his 
own name under a power of attor- 
ney. Romano, so far as I can see, is 
amyth. He eoesn't exist.”

120 MONKEYS STUDIED 
IN PANAMA JUNGLE 


American Scientists End 3 Weeks 


in Camp—Detailed Laboratory 
Work Will Follow. 


Special Cable to Tur New York Times 

BALBOA, July 31.—The expedition 
composed of Drs. Herbert C. Clark, 
A. H. Shultz, G. B. Wislocki and L. 
H. Dunn which left here on July 9 
for the purpose of making laboratory 
studies of monkeys in the jungles of 
Panama, returned today after three 


weeks’ work in the isolated jungle 
camp. Studies were made of 120 
specimens and it is reported that the 
experiments were successful in every 
way. 

The feal results of the expedition 
will be made known after intensive 
laboratory study of the wealth of 
material collected. Each specimen 
was examined by four different sci 
entists with different objects in view. 
Owing to the isolation of the camp 
and the distance from the base of 
supplies some of the specimens were 
served at table to supplement the 
supply of fresh meat. 

“The red spider monkey is very 
palatable,’’ said Dr. Wislocki. 

‘‘They are fatter and their flesh is 
tender,’’ added Dr. Shultz. 

Little difficulty was experienced in 


| getting the 120 specimens owing to 


the abundance of the monkeys and 
the skill of the native hunters and 
guides who accompanied the party. 

One of the principal objects of the 
expedition was to study monkeys 
which had never come into contact 
with human beings in order to dis- 
cover whether diseases such as 
dysentery and malaria existed in ani- 
mals in a completely wild state. A 
field laboratory was set up and every 
possible moment was devoted to 


| study and to the collection of ma- 


terial for further laboratory exam- 
ination. 

Dr. Clark, director of the Gorgas 
Memorial Laboratory, specially 
studied blood and intestinal para- 
sites and Dr. Dunn, of the same in- 
stitution, studied skin parasites. Dr. 


Shultz and Dr. Wislocki, of the 
Johns Hop’ ins University, respec- 


tively studied variations of types as 
related to evolution and anatomy 
especially reproductive under the 
auspices of the Institute for Research 
in Tropical America.
